They claim;tIië:éditorial policy of the paper seriously affects thdr 
image ta the cbrnmimity and, as à result, cuts dovro the flow of private; 
funds tatp university coffos.

The new McLennan Library goes 
into use today, a year and a half , after 
the first shovel hole on lower \campus 
ana more than five years after its^con- 
ception. 

The opening follows a ten-day move 
from Redpath, which will be closed 
temporarily for renovations. It will re- 
open in September 1970. 

Pastel carpets absorbing the noise 
and stacks accessible to evéryone are 
the two major highlights of the grey 
concrete structure. 

The construction and opening of tlie impressive 
new McLennan Libraiy building tias tended to over- 
sliadow colain other important dianges.nfaidi have 
been made in the opoating policy of the McGill !!• 
brary system. 

Sensitive to undercurrents of student and staff 
criticism tliat the library operation has not be«i al- 
together responsive to their need$< top university 
and library officials have spent many hours over the 
last month evolving a major redirection which'they 
hope will go a long way towards alleviating some of 
the complaints. 

Everyone who has used the McGill Ubrary sys- 
tem since last October is familiar with the exit con- 
trol system, otherwise known as "Checkpoint Oiar- 
lie"; Students leaving the library were required to 
submit to a search of their belonghigi to ensure that 
they were not attempting to remove books illegally. 
An elaborate series of fences and turnstiles was 
constructed to prevent thieves from mating a fast 
exit. Rumors were circulating that barbed wire rail- 
ings and spotlights were to be installed. ; . , 

Many library users complained that- tUs system 
was unnecessary and humiUathig. Furthermore, it 
was pohited out that anyone poss^ing a nibb» (Èite 
stamp could 'forge his documents' and pass the exit 
safely. 

' As a result, 'Checkpobit Charlie' is being elim- 
hiated and an honor system histituted. "We don't feèl 
that this will lead to any increase hi theft". Library 
Director Kdth Crouch says, "and hi fact if we can 
create an atmosphere of tijust theft should actually 
be reduced." He notes that this!was irtiat bad hi fact 
happened at otherlmivasiUes' that iis^^ an honor sys- 
tem. 

With the opening of the McLennan building, the 
library stacks and reading rooms will be open 24 
hours a day, seven days a week. Chtulation desks, 
however, urill retahi theU: present hours. 

Ihe new policy is designed to pomit : students 
(both on-and off-campus) to be able to schedule thdr 



research and readhig hours around thdr other acti- 
vities, such as part-or full-time jobs, and to give 
them as much freedom as possible in thdr studying 
schedule".

The past two years have produced a great deal 
of confusion for library users as a massive rencata-' 
loguing process has been carried on, in order to trans- 
fer McGill's collection fram^Oe^icbaic Cutter clas- 
sification to the more miidein^'d efficient Library 
' of Congress method. This is a'massive job, and it had 
been predicted by library staff that the entire switch- 
ov^ would take up to ten years to complete. 

Meanwhile, people attempting to find books have 
been delayed and often hopdessIy,Ioft;in^the mix-up 
resulthig from the two parallel systans^ - ' '■ ' 

However, the worst fears of students and staff 
have not been realized. At the order of Dean Stanley 
Ftost, Chairman of the Libraries Committee, the 
Christmas break saw two huge machines swbig hito 
operation, each madiine with its own veritable army 
of library staff. 

Transfer 

One team began the mammoth job of transferring 
books from the Redpath to the McLenn^ library; 
the other started on the equally huge task of reclassi- 
fication. The two teams operated in close co-ordina- 
tion, with the result that the entire move is now com- 
plete, and the re-dassiDcation job was finished last 
Ftiàay ni^t. The 30,000 unsorted books on French- 
Canada which had been stored unused until a Froich- 
speaking cataloguer could be hhred have also been put 
into circulation. 

"The staff put in a fantastic amount of work", 
said Frost, "and I would personally like to go on 
record as expressbig my public and overwhelming 
thanks to them. The job rested entirely on thdr 
shoulders, and they came throu^ admirably." ^ 

He also intimated that a rather large bonus would 
find its way into each of thdr pay envelopes this week- 
end. 

When the new building opois, the entire system 
will be made open to the public. Any dtizoi is entitled 
to full membership privileges including complete ac- 
cess to the stacks. A deposit to 15.00 will be required 
in order to take books out of the library. ' 

This decision was reached by the UnivenUy Li- 
braries Committee at a special meeting on Deconber 
12, and was raUfied by Senate at its daylongiJanuaiy 
meeting. 

"It is now biconceivable that access to McGill's 
library should be restricted to members of the univer- 
sity commun!^," says Dean Frost. "McGill's collec-

. The' people of Quebec themsehres have paid almost 
17 million for the new building, and many of them put 
in nuvty hours on the construction". 

In the past, certain corporations and McGiU 
graduates were the only "outside people" to gafai 
limited access to the McGill collection. Even social 
workers'and community organizers not directly asso- 
elated with McGill wàe denied the right to carry on 
research in the university library. 

Change in policy 

All this has changed. It is the feeling of the 
library administration that rights to university facili- 
ties should not be given to private companies which 
are not granted to the goieral public. Building design- 
ers even considered including street doors to the Mc- 
Lennan Library: but as Crouch points out, this would 
seem .like a segregation or discrimination policy; 
"We don't want anyone to compare our library's 
public policy with the Columbia Gym experience" ho 
says. "We want the Univereity to integrate itself as 
fully as possible into Quebec society. We want ever>'- 
one to feel welcome on the campus... and the "open 
librao' policy' is a first step." 

Now that the university Ubraty is servhtg more 
than a small minority of the Quebec population, it is 
expected that the government will make a significant 
increase in its grant allocations. ' 

An informal meeting of û^evel. University and 
library admhiistrators early in the new term decided

to all. Now that McGIII has opened the library to the public the provincial govern- 
ment is expected to come through with a larger grant / r,V - 

that McGill should ''support wholdieartedly" the 
Quebec government propcsal for a merger of Mont- 
real university libraries to create a better 'book 
bank' for all students, and to avoid needless dupli 
cation among libraries. 

Earlier rumors that McGill opposed the govern- 
ment plan because it feels it has the best library and 
wants to preserve its position, have been discounted 
by Dean Frost. "It's about time we broke away from 
this image of McGill as an,eUte,and parochial insti- 
tution," he declarei.'We want McGill to be an iiisUtu- 
tiOn serving the people of Quebec first and foremost." 

The formal mechanisms of government of the 
library have also been completely revamped, pending 
the report of the University Libraries Commission 
establidied by Senate before Christmas. 

In the hiterim p^od^ before this report, as yet 
not prepared, is considered by Senate, the library 
system will be operated along new and radiod 
lines. 



Democratized 

The essential principle involved is the principle 
of dembcnUsition already tentatively recognized 
in other areas in the university: "Dedsions should 
be made by those affected by them". The government 
involves several committees, each with one third 
students, one third faculty, and one tMrd library 
stafL The library adnUnistration has agreed that both 
professional and non-professional library staff should 
be represented on these conunittees, and that repre- 
sentatives should be elected by secret ballot by all 
concerns. At present library staff is represoited by 
the senior librarians. 

Contrary to popular belief, Library administra- 
tors Frost and Crouch have hi the past been very 
sensiUve to complahits that students and staff have 
little control over the opoiaUon, and that the library 
is in fact controlled by Frost in a quasi-dictatorial 
fashion. 

Library staff hi particular have complained about 
their working condiUons, and have protested the fact 
that they are more in effect helpless 'middle-men' 
between Ubrary,.users and admhiistrators. Some ob- 
servers relateîtâsl'directly to the quality of service/ 
provided by thè staff, and assert that more control 
over thdr environment would create more capable 
and responsive workers. 

Students, on the other hand, have protested that 
thdr voice on the University Libraries ComnUttee 
is rarely even heard. They pohit out that an enth% 
committee, the Library Liaison Committee, was 
created to act as a: buffer for student complahits, 
but that this committee has no power and Is next to 
useless. Students have abo pointed out that the orga- 
nization of the University Libraries Committee is 
such as to foster a self-centred or corporatist outlook 
on the part of its members and that hoice it tends 

- not to concern itself with the Ubrary system as a 
' whole. (Tlie committee is composed of representatives 

from àch department of the university). 

"We recognize the legitimacy and validity of 
these criticisms," says Frost, "and this is why 
we have taken immediate steps to rectify this sit- 
uation." Frost will stay on as head of the libraries 

- committee for the time being, but has declined td 
give himself a vote on the governhig committee. ' 
"I'm only an administrator,' a savant of the commit- 
tee," he says. "Why do I need a vote on the commit- 
tee? I have confidence hi the rq>reMntatives:^f the
